THE LIFE 

AND DEATH OF 

MYLEY ABDALA MELEK, 
the late King of Barbarity 



IF Plutarch ( who did write , and paralcl the lives, and 
ach of the molt famous men of thole times) were 
nov\ li\ing,to write and paralcl on the contrariethc 
lives and acts of the molt infamous men of the world ,1 
think he would haue much adoc toiindcout a fit match, 
cither auncient or modcrnc, wherevnto to paralcl the 
late King of Uarbarte M/i/ey Abdala Melek : yea rather I 
i thinkc he would leave him vnparalcl'd. And io mufti, 
only fcttiigdovvnc io much as in that fhon timclftaid 
at Morocco (which vvasbuttvvomonihei) hath been rela- 
ted to me by way of di(counc,by fuch both of our ovvnc 
nation'and others as were for the molt part cyc^witnefles, 
which is fcarcc the hundrtth partof his cruel acts, and 
mad-pranks he plaid in thar (hon time of his raignc : 
which was fcarcc foureycarcs, mad-pianks i may call 
them, forfois he commonlic called the mad King. 
He was Son to MuUy Sidan by a negra, fo by complexion 
a wotato; The Mores in that re fpect whether of w hies 
or concubines making no difltrence of fucceiTion , but 
commonlic the elded, though by a concubine, cariefhthe 
crovvnc: and fomctimes the yongcr gctieth thcblcflhig 
from the elder : ejuoiure&c. caput. qui CAperepoteH. 
He was cxuaoidinanlic guicn to diinke wine and 
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flrong drinkc, which added to his naturall dlfpofition." 
( which needed not ) inclyncd to aucliic cucn from his 
inrancic, Of a manlic (taturc: and of a mod couragious 
di(pofition« A good horfeman , with his launcc 5c target; 
would cucr be the firlr man in the face of his enemies : 
who indeed diu-ft ncucr look him in the faec,but prefently 
faces about : his fvvord making waicfor him which waic 
focucr he went. Such was his rcfolulion, viam invem/im 
aut ft c him. So that it may be doubled whether his cou- 
rage , orcruehic were grcatcr.and in theic tworcfpetls, 
1 wil be bold tofiie ( as before ) not to be paralcld by any. 
As by thefc few paflfiges , geflingat Hercules by his footc, 
may cafelic appcarc. And cucn before he was King began 
to play his prize like , Hercules furens , his arme and fvvord 
ftili in action, cutting and killing at his plcafurc vpon cucry 
flight occa (ion. 

At one time he killed one of his ovvnc blood ( the 
blood royal I ) onlic for tailing a litlcof his fvvect mcates 
by Health. Sweet mcates mutt haue fowrc faucc> An of her 
f the chicfTcrt cf the caft of tht'Shebiwhcs allied vn'to him 
by mariage of his Praidccc (Tours into that cad ) hailing 
wronged one of his fcr?an;s, he taketh fomc few of his 
icrvants, hot abouctcn at the moft with him, goethdef. 
peratlic among all [hcShckwites to the tent of this man 
being the valiantcir amongft them all , challenged himof 
the wrong.- who flighted him (being then not King j 
mounted on horfebacke , difcharged his piftolt at him bur 
mi (led, who prcfently this yong Prince drawing his fword : 
flue hand to had maugrc al the Shcb.wits ,6c came ofclcare 
An other time a Lcvantado or icbcll (one of their (aintsj 
comming againfl his Father tAuleySidw with 3ooo.hor(e, 
like to furprizc him on a ibdainc,hc with hb drums,nnifiJc 
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and enfigncs, and not abonc fortie hotfc,vvcnt out againft 
him,chardgcd (b fuiioufly,as put thcm,al to flightipurfued 
thc\ ictory,&(as they fay) with his ovvnc hand wounded 
the Lcvantado that he dyed , his head after brought in , to 
Muley Sirfdn. hanged vp in the Alcafwd, and quarters like, 
wile on ihc vvalsof Ncrcccp,or\ the gates cf the citic. Ha- 
iling be, ore challenged his Father of ncglec^and too much 
fccuiitic: of whom not only his entmics,but cucn 1m Fa- 
ther ( as they fay ) Hood in fearc,yct his Father calling him 
Father, Such is the pra-potierou* mancr of the Moorcs, to 
call their cldclt Son Father, out of a rcucrcncc(as ihey lay) 
they giue to him being the fir(t burn,& to be (a&it leenuth) 
Ttiter famili.isfw\\i:v of thefamilic tor the timctocomc, 
other rtaion lean not giuc of their prapoftcrousiincriion 
of that relation, (or !athcrconfufion)for the Fat her, to call 
his *Son Father. Our Fleaucnly Father I am lure did not To, 
t he King of Kings : lihou art my hen , &c, as it is in the 
Plalmcs. Nor D^///V/thcKingin that his patheticallcxprcf- 
fion ol his Fatherly arYcdion,fai beyond thcirs,yca beyond 
all ex predion : /lift I on my Sen , my Sen. After his com- 
ming to be King lome of tlKfrcnds of the L^«40//<^0 ha- 
iling by Health taken downe his quarters to bury them, he 
commanded a great number of the ncighbouis heads who 
dwelt neerc there aboutcstobc cut of, executing many 
with his ovvnc hands as he met themintheftrcets. 

And not long after immediatlie vpon the death of his 
Faihcr,bcing nevvlic proclaimed King , his brother Mu/ey 
r/vva//id (th\$ King) comming againft him with a great 
force, better afTc&cd of the comminaltic than thcothcr, 
in refpect of his crucltic: ( which they greatlic feared, 
and not without caufc , as aftervvards they found)

(theyfav) when he (aw him relented ? vca vicpr, not 
vfingany cxtrcmitic, but rather out of his lion-like mag. 
nanimitic, contemning what cither he, or any other had 
don, or could doc again (I him. Yet did his brother liuc in 
continuall fcarc, diucrs rimes thrcatned by the King in his 
mad humor, fending to him to prepare him (elf, and to 
knovvc what kinde of death he would dye: but by me- 
diation of his fibers and others (hll put of. Atone time 
(the King being at S*//fa) in his drunken humor , ihcfcn- 
tence pronounced , and an A //•.//*/ prefenilic lent towards 
M0/-0„Y0,vvhcrc his brother was then prilonncr to execute 
it: but the next morning the Kingcommc to himfclf, and 
by mediation (as before) reverfed, and a metTenger dif- 
patched to countcrmaund the other, whom he oticnookc 
but at Tiwjift a riuer within fourc mylcs of Morocco, com« 
manded vpon his life tooucrtakc him : the other making 
no great haft, othcrvvifc it had been executed. 

One timeat Saffta his hlmahalLi orcampc (wherein 
his brother Mulcy^emyn was then ) comming to pitch 
nearc thcrcaboutci , he in ftccdof a warning piece to 
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remouc further of, fhot a bullet amongft them. An other 
lime ( as 1 heard ) in ieft among the market folkc : yet did 
no hint but killed an afll\ 

Aii other time in his hlmakil/a (hatting been all the 
daic abroad drinking as he vied J and coming ruling in late 
at night vpon the ipur , as he pa (fed by the ordnance, 
whereof the Engl if h h.ad thcchardgc,hccommaundcdon ( 
the fodaine ('weaving a great Enghfhoath/giuc fire:vvhich 
they prcicntlie did , they durft doc no othcrvvifc; folhoc 
avvaic his ovvnc vnclc being in companie with him all 
to pccccs, 

His yongeft brother, yea and his ovvnc yong fonnc, 
fomctimc<> would he hang vp by the lcgs,and bcate them 
with his ovvnc hands. Nomcrvcilc then if he /verccrucll 
to others, being lb vnnaturall tohisownc flefhand blood, 

Eucric daic mud fee blood ( blood f hed ) were it but of 
a hen , els not lati (led. PoiTcifcd ( as fbmc of the Moorcs 
hauc told me manic arc, & that he was ) with a f hcdeuill, 
frequent amongft them asf it fcemcth}amongft the heathen 
in times pad, whereof a heathen philofophcr writctha 
let treatife of Incubus 2x\d fuccubus. And the panic who 
told me this (aid , that one daic going a hawking hauing 
other Mooics with him , one Following a good diftancc 
in the high vvaic.on a fodaine ftood ftill,and not long after 
they law a fmoakearifc in the fame place , whereat they 
wondered, & went back, finding the man much amazed. 
Afkingthcrcafon,heiaida woman met him there veric 
fairc & in good at tyre , who offered hcr(elf to be his wife, 
heanfwered, he hadoncalrcadic, fhcrcplyedhe might 
fake an other ( for io the Moores may by their law ) being 
veric impoitunatc with him : at length looking dovvne- 
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wards pcrcciucd her clubbed fcct,<S: vvhat f he vvaj, wherc- 
vpon he went back, and abfolutly refuted, and thcicvpcu 
/hevanifhed in that mancr inn great fnuffc. The man 
prefenrly thereupon failing fick , and lb continued a good 
while. How true this is 1 can not fay , but vvat reported 
to me vcric fcrioufly, and for a urtaintie* Bur of this Iain 
dire that the dcuill can trans for me. himlclf into an Angel 
cf light : much mote take vpon him the f hapc v( a man, 
or a woman , as God pctmitteth to delude tho(c that obey 
not the truth. And this likcwilc I knovve to be true and 
certainc , that he is both a Iyer ( the Father of lycsj and a 
murderer from the beginning: cucr a thirf^and ncuer fatis- 
fled with blood. And ihcrcforcuomcrvcslc if this tyrant 
were fo poilcffcd asbeforc, that eucric daiehc mud fee 
blood els not fatislicd. A.nd if eucry day, how much blood 
may be thought he fhed in that time of his life & raignc# 
Sometimes he would cut of nuns heads with his 
ovvnc hands, and with his ovvnc fharp fvvord , faying, 
ihofc whom hecommaunded did not cut them of well, 
and at once : which don would a( ke one of the Eiiglifh- 
men if it were not well done, he mull lay yea lAulcy* Yea 
fix or (cnucn mens heads in one day* 

Once by cucrmuch drinking diftempered in hisbodie, 
hauing hi sarnies and hands benummed , hisDcctorpcr- 
ivvaded him toentcr into abath. After his bathing mec- 
ting with one of his concubincs.drcvv out his fvvord and 
cut of her head , to trie the flrcngth ofhisarmeifitvvcrc 
found againc. Alfo an other for going out of her bite or 
chamber to the next doore to one of her fellovvcs ,for the 
Moorcs arc icalous cucn of their women, and will not 
fuflcr them ro companic together. 

Made one man ftand flill while hethrevvftonesathis 
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face, thrcatning if he offered to flir or mouc he would cut 
ofhishcad. So likevvife abroad in the fields, ofttimes 
would caufc tome one of his fcruants to lie downc gro- 
velling , & fit vpon him in ftccd of a ftoolc a whole night 
together drinking : and the man durtt not for his life itir. 
And (bme to fbnd by him whole daies and nights with- 
out moouing hand or footc , otherwifc would hanc cut of 
their heads. 

V Vould caufe men to be drubbed, or beaten alnioft to 
death in his prclencc, which was but a common <3c gentle 
correction, flue or fix hundrcthblovvcsatoncc, and after 
they mud kiflfc the giound,&giuc him thanks.To whom 
in this particular, & others likevvife, 1 may paralelagrcae 
Lord in this part of the world: who(hauing flaincan other 
inaprivatducll, and, vpon iuftoccalion offered, taxed by 
one to whom he had don wrong, difgracing, 6k difabling 
him, and that in an open aflcmblic,& difplacing him too: 
and therefore had the par tic rcafon there alfo to right him- 
/cll, and reply, f<tr pari ri/f rr£,anddifable him likevvife for 
fheddmg of blood , which by the Law of God is murder) 
caufed the panic to be committed to prifon (cloflc prifoncr 
at th« firft) and there kept t 3i\d fed with the bread rfaff V*- 
fiion, till in the end he was forced: (hisimprifonmcnt.and 
punifhment both of bodieand purfc, befides the difgracc, 
no fhfficicntfamfaction) to kifi^e the ground, that is, make 
an humble ftibmifllon.andfubfcribe that he had offended, 
Jindabufedhis Lordfhip with opprobtious, and vnciuill 
language eke. that is to fay, that the Law of God is an op- 
probrious & vnciuill ianguage.vvhich hhh'JIethatfMttctb 
an other with an inflrument ofyronjhat he d) is d murderer 
cfr. which fubmiilion he now vttcrly difclaimcih,as mod 
bJaiphamousa^ainftGod 6k his Law, & don of infirmity, 
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andfcy dares of imfrifotimcMt , hauingno mcancsat all to 
maintainc himfclf any longer in pri(on,but there toflarvc: 
praying tibd to forgiuc him, and them likcwifc who im- 
pofed it. To whom ( cucn to that great God ) that great 
lord ought raihei to make fubmitiion , for violating his 
holie Law, as An/V/did, ( a King and was not ai named.) 
I hauc finned &c. yea and after fell to the ground , and 
tilled the ground with manic teares. Therefore is he a 
faint in hcaucn: and l\ttUy hidala Mc/ck, and all fuch 
bloodic tyrants, & murderers (\ viihout repentance) details 
in hell . Yor Topbctb i< prepared of old cuen for Kings , and 
Lords too if they repent not :Ior with God theic is no 
refpect of pcrfons. Nor was with this King lAuley, 
AbdaU Mctrt, in thecruell courfcof his tyrannic.* where- 
vnto all, both great and (mall, were fubjed. 

Yea he would, caufc fomc to be beaten on the foles of 
their feet, and after make them run vp,anddownc among 
the (tones, and thorncs. And (oalfo vfed fomc thar were 
lame, 5c hurt, pulling of there fhooes ,& making them run 
barefooted in fuch placcs:orcls would cut of their heads. 

Did caufc one of his Alkaids 1 his chicflc falconer) to 
be drubbed and beaten , manic hundtcih blovvcs on the 
buttocks (as himfclf told .me) and after forced him to 
ridcin that painfull maner [after him a hawking. Alfo 
the lame Alkaid told me, that the girth of his fadlcbeing 
broken, and he allighted : another Alkaid commingto 
help him, and holding hisuirrop, the King called that 
Alkaid to him , and caufed him to be drubbed for holding 
hisilirrop , andnot longaficrthc hkccccafion fallingout 
againc, caufed the fame Alkaid to be drubbed againc, for 
not holding his Airrop*

He run a mans thigh thorovv with his launcc to the 
facKilc. and after becaufc he was not able ro ride alter him a 
pace, gate him two or three hund ret h blovvcs. 

V v'ould with his fword cut and (lafh men for his plea- 
furc, and after himfel/'giuc them plailtcrs to cure them. 

V Vould calt men to tuc lions to be devoured, an other 
of his ronm-ms. 

To one among the reft he prom i fed that if hcvrould 
fighr v vitli them,and could efcape he ( hould be pcrdoncd: 
which In- did manfulhc (as 1 was told) beating i hi m from 
him cither with (tones or fom fuch mcancs clearing him- 
fcl , yet af-cr was put to death 

Some he caufed to be raftrar'd , or dragged by the fcetc 
at the hoiichi-eles, thoi bickand head againft the ftoncs: 
as hcdidthcl/./i-i/* o\M)>occo I the chictfc officer of that 
citiC) round about his Ahruhalla or camp till he dicd # 
Others ioinrccf>t heir fingers, and toes firlt cut of by cucric 
joiare, amies and legs,& to head and all. An other hanged 
vpby the priiiic members, one caufed to fit vpon him to 
weigh him downc : and vet the man liuing. 

Another ( a hole digged in the ground j let in the earth 
vp to the head t as Scholiers in lomc places ulc to fhootc 
at the cock at Shrouetydctbdid he caufc thecaptmes with 
their pccccs to fhootc at thi^pooic mans head. They all 
mi fling, he himfclf cane ncere with his ovvnc pecce and 
fhot him,calliiighimadcnill becaufc they all untied him* 

He cut of a Moorcshcad (a church man.or Sexton) for 
crying on the church rower or (teeple, and curling all that 
did drinke wine , forbidden by their la we. A n oi her alfo 
for crying and liagingmorc thcnvfuall. For theMoorcs 
hauc noc bcls,but in ftccd thereof^ hefe crycrs to call them 
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to their devotions : in the name of God , one Cod , ehc 
great God, and his Prophet Mahomet , the M.fTeugcr of 
God. Some lay this mad King did once threaten that he 
would hauc one of the Friars , French or Spanifh , to ling 
matte before him : which Ithinkc would hauc plcafcd 
him little better, 

He caulcd a French captiuc to ttir nc Moore, and be cur, 
that is made an eunuch , on lie for extolling the King of 
France tobconcof the grcarcft Monarches of the world, 
Another, who kept his node, ncucr without flafhesand 
wounds. An other Frcnchmans doublet with a pairc of 
fizcrsdid he cut all oucr in fiafhes with his ovvnc hands, 
faying , he was now a right French Cavallero , like to the 
reft. 

If in his drunken humor abroad in the fields fa? he was 
feldorne (bbcr ) he did fall from his horfc , all his Alkaida 
and (cruants mult doc the like, and lie downe,*and doc as 
he did. Much like the catching of the dottcrill : and not 
offer to rife or get on horfebaek till he did , nor to hold his 
ftirrop, or come nearc him all the while, if they did hz 
would gitie them blowcs* One of his A lkaids , for fomc 
fuch like offence, caufed he to fit 24. homes on he top of 
his tent in the Almaha'Ua fas it were on the pilloricjfor 
all men to gaze vpon. And now and then would he giuc 
them a pill called shifhai (the cfTccl whereof is to make 
men mcriedrunkc) to make himfclf fport. But indeed his 
onliefpott was in cutting of mens heads , and { as before) 
in fhedding, and feeing of blood. No one day efcaped but 
one or other facrificcd in mod bloodie manner to this 
vnfatiablcdeuill: and fhcdeuill together, if that opinion 
of the Moorcs be tmc, as before. 

On 
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On a time the Chriftlan captiucs, at Saffid the port town, 
n ad laid a plot to brcake the prilbn , and cfcape by fca in a 
koate, but in thcatting thereof were difccucrcd, all taken 
a nd beaten in moft piiifullmancr to make them confciTc 
r he Authors, moft of them Spaniards, and French : the 
chieffe plotter a Spaniard (as it fecmcth ) of fomc account, 
called Don Vcdro , who was lent for to the King ( then in 
his /Umahalla) vvhothcrcvpon called all the Englifh,antf 
others to kncelc before him, fetting the Spaniard alto right 
before him. Then laid to the Englif h,youe ice this mif be- 
Jiuer that would hauc run awaie , if any of youe be like 
minded, run furc , and clcarc awaie: other wife, if youebe 
taken ice here your doomc.Thcn caufed he firft the Spani- 
ards caics to be cut of one after an other : then his nofe : 
then his lippes one after an other :r hen his mouth,onboth 
fides flit vpto the cans: then his fingers difiointcdone 
from an other : which don the King tell a laughing 9 ha p 
ha.ha. Then faid theSpaniatd to him (hauingall this while 
looked him in the face & indurcd it vcric manfullie ) now 
Tyrant doc thy vvorlt. vvherevpon prefentlic he cut of bis 
head. So dyed this valiant champion, cucn in death 
triumphing oucr his tyrannicall tormentors. 

An other time a Moore being brought before him for 
fomc mifdemcanor fearing death , faid vnto him : Mttley, 
] hauc liucd all the daics ot my lire hitherto a Chriftian » 
if thou wilt now pardon mc, I will turnc true Moore 
againe. His meaning was that he had liucd a wicked , and 
lewd life, as many Chriftians hauc don, and doc , both 
in that and other countries , 1 fpeakc it to their fliarnc, 
whereby the name ofChrift, & his religion isfcandalizcd, 
and blafpha'mcd : but yet , notwithltanding that his 
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confelTion, that he had liuedaChriftian , andprofefliorj 
to turnc Moore agjunc, (that is to fay,) to lead a godly life, 
was executed, For with this King there was no refpedt 
of per'onSjOrrcligions, oroccalions grcator fmall. Sins 
vcnialljOr mortal! all onc,that i^ to fay mortall 4 Occafions? 
nay oft times without any occafion at all butonlicashc 
met with any by accident, in his drunken and dcuilifh 
humor, would try (as before vpon his ownc women) the 
flrcngth of his aimc,and goodncs of his fvvord and chieff- 
lie vpon his ownc nation without rclpcct rtf pcrfbns: he 
had no minions , or favorits atall : one goodproperticin 
him. What f hall 1 fay. But (as an Alkaid telling me of 
thcic and other his mad and tragicall afts exclaimed) a 
dcuill.adeuill. His Alcafava, or court thevcric picture of 
hell : which made the greater and better (brtc to flee away 
into the mountaincs, orfland vpon their guard a far of • 
like thofe vvylie foxes in /Ef'p feeing Aflfoote fteps gob>gf»r. 
<vvard into the lions den, but few or none retrorfum^boc^ 
rfg4*>/£.And thole that did, howlingiandcrying.wceping? 
and wayling fighing, and wringing their hands, cither 
for themiclucs, or their friends. This was the daiiie, and 
dolcfull mufick both tvithin and without: the verie gates 
of hell. Friend^ nay rather fiends, day lie tormenting one 
another. For fo would he commaund his Alkaids, and 
ft: r van t s to drub one an other at his plcafme , & cut of one 
an others heads too* 

He would commonlie fay inaicftingmancr, that it 
fecmed to him whenfocuer hccxcciucd any of thcMooics, 
that they had two or three heads : meaning to cut of but 
one , he left none: vvif hing (as it (eemeih ) like that Ko- 
manc tyrant , that all ihc Romanes had but one neck, he 
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would cut them all of at once:SoM///<7 A UaU M^/<rk,the 
Moores. of whom he was F/^////w,thc onlic whip that 
cuerwas. And (as fomcthinkc ) the beft King for the 
Moores that cucr was: lequiring not a blockc, but A- fops 
fior^e to keepe them in fub.iccTion , they othcrwifc prone 
to icbcllion, aftcdipg alteration , and innovation: as their 
rcfran or proverb is : I- verie d*) a neiv cm-cm , eucrit day 4 Cu s-cus a 
new wife, and eueric day a new King. Incat ul 

And though he was thus crucll and tyrannoustothe centre- 
Moorcs,and oihcrs,yct did he favour much and refpeft the ^* lth 
tnglil h, to wit t he captiucs , both before and after he was 
King. Making one of them once to ride bchindc him,but 
withall bidding him not fit too cloiTctohim for filling 
him full of lycc 4 Thrcatning Jomctimcs , but yet ncucc 
giuing any of them fo much as a blovve. V V ho in his fa- 
thers time wetc kept in chaines both by the neck and legs, 
but he comming to be king rclca fled them , and made 
them, his gunners, giuing them free leauctogocvp and 
dovvnc where they would at their pleafurc , and doe al- 
moft v v hat they would : and not a Moore that durfl con- 
troll ihem,but rather flood in aweofthem.Though their 
allowance but fhort, yet, hauing that libcrtic , they made 
the better fhift. And ibmtimes the king himfclf in a good 
humor would giuc them money: yea, and fomctimes in 
his mad humor. Yet did hecaufc fomc Englifh boyes per- 
force to tuine Moores, cutting them, and making them 
capadocs, or ennuches : but afterwards fas they fay ) re- 
pented; laying: he would ncuer more force Englifhmen 
to turnc Moores, for he found them better fcruants to 
him being chriflians , then Moores : for that being chti- 
ftians they would (land by him , and flay with him : but 
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being Moores run avvaiefrom him , hauingmct'e libettic 
and opportunities 

And as he was (as I may fay contraric to his nature; 
thus favourable to the captiucs , fo was he likewise to the 
JMcichan ts,or others t hat came af hoare.Hc being at Sdffia 
one time Handing vpon the vv als , an I nglifh boatc com- 

niingaihoare,hccalledtooncofihcmcntocomctohim: 
who,not knowing him to be the kirg,al the while Hood 
talking vnto him whh hishatt on his head in Spaniib, 
al tcr the King, going into the cad Ic, called one of thcEn- 
glifh captiucs to him , af king him it hiscountiicmcn had 
no better mancrs > bidding him go fetch the panic to him, 
who being comc,tbeKing would fay nothingtohim.but 
on Iy made him to attend there a good time, und caufed the 
Englifhcaptiue whom he loned well , tobc committed 
to prifon in the others (Iced, and chaincs to be put on him. 
But the next day lent for him , caufing his fword to be re- 
florcd to him , and fo , in a mad humor , made him , both 
With Ins fword about his fide, and chaincs about his legs, 
towalkcafrcr him round about the wals, talking, and 
jelling wnh him familiarlic as he was wont : and then 
after this chained alio were taken from him 4 ThisonIichc 
didinicft , to teach Englifhmcn good mancrs againftan 
other time. But to the Moorcshis icfls were in good 
earned, a word and a blowc. 

At the fame place at Sofia, he would take the women, 
a wafhing at the fea fide vpon thefands, fetthem vpou 
their heads, & caufc water to be powrcd ( with reverence 
be it fpokcnj into their vnfccml)- parts, to fee if it would 
come our at the mouth againc. 

He muttered all the faire women in M*wr<9:(vvhcrcof 
it fecmeth he had a Catalogue) caufing them all at once, & 
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oh a fodaine to come forth into fns great garden, called 
Monfaraf. (being a mile in length , planted with Orange, 
and lemmon trees , and all kindc offruits ) and there pitch 
their tents for 1 4.daies together: praetending a pilgrimage 
with his women to Qometta , towards the hilsof Adas, 
no man to come nearc them ( no not their huf bands) but 
only their negras, & fcruing maids; himfclir onlic walking 
the round, all thefc women dailic andnighrlic fitting, and 
attending in their tent doores as he palled by to view 
them: modeftie miy not repeat the reft. At Gcmctt* 
there is the monument of Siddie Btabbas one of their great 
faints, and there a great llonnc, vpon which the Moorcs 
vie to rub their bellies, faying itcmcih thcchollickcand 
diners ot her difcafcs.Som Christians fay ihisSitfdtcBtabbar 
\\z% faint Augustine , and that vpon this (ton he preached: 
both which favour of fuperftition. But Mutcy AbdaU 
Metck had no fuch devotion , for he went not thereat all* 
nor thofe women neither, almolt famifhed and flarved 
with hungcr,and cold: for no man durft come ncare thern 
all that time to bring them any provision. This was one 
of his tragicomical! parts. 

One of the Englifhmcn whom he lotted aboue the reft, 
who hadthcchardgcofoncofhischieffehorfcs, which 
was vene vnrulic , & would bite any man that came nearc 
him, t her fore alvvaies faft tyed vp:thc king comming into 
his rovva, or ftable ; & fpy ing tome thing amilTe about the 
horfc, would not ilrikcthc Englifhman, but commanded 
the horfe to be let loofc, & the Englifhman to (land fall by 
him,fuffcring the horfc to bite him at his pleafure,cuc the 
flefh fro his armes:durfl not ftir till the king called to him. 
An other time ,thc fame Englifhman complayning to him, 
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chat he had nothing to eatc faucbarlie, theKing caufed 
thchorfc im^abadcraox bag in .Which they vie to giuc 
them provander , to be hanged about the Englifh mans 
ntrckcfull of bail ic: (as they doc vpon their horks heads) 
and fo made him catcthcbarliclikcahorlc.An other time 
the King, hauing taken offence at Come thing, thrcatned 
to kill the Hnglifhman.and that vvithoutdclay:an Alkaid, 
willing to lauc his lifc 9 oflcrcd the King I knovvc not how 
manic hundrcth Duccatsfor him, to buy himofthc King. 
Why thou foolc ( laid the King) doeit thou thinke I 
mcane to kill him ? No , I would not for (o manie thou- 
sand Duccats: but to the Moorcs ( as L faid before) his icfis, 
and threats were in good camclr. 

One of his Negros whom he loucd .and called brother, 
Jiauing offended him, being in his obadti , that Itatelic 
pallacc.vvalkingin hisgardcn,alitilcpaudifc,in the mid* 
deft whereof arc diuers plcafant tanker or ponds , he cau# 
fed him to be call into one of them , forbidding any to 
«omc ncarc him to help him out againc: at lcngth,hau injj 
walked a turnc or two , bade one goc pull him out ; who 
brought him word he was drowned. What my brother 
drowned, (aid he? Goeptill himour,and buric him : there 
vva^all the mourning. 

An other he caufed to eatc his ovvnc excrement: afldng 
how it rclifhcd. Yea he himleifcut a pcece of the brawnc 
of a mans anvtc whom he had killed , bioylcd it on the 
coalcs, and did eatc it. 

The King ofdtgoes fen , not ouer a day or two before 
the Kings death ( fomc fay the fume day ) drinking toge- 
ther, becaufe he was not able to pledge him to much as he 
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he did, and dtinke as hedid) caufed the whole bole full of 
aquavit* to be giucn him backward likcagliftcr, till it 
revcrfed in their faces againc that gaue it.Hauing not long 
before made himtoftand twodaies, and two nights in 
the water. And before throwne dovvnean othcrof the 
fons from the wals of Safjis, and broke his thigh* 

Vndcr a colour of going a hawking, would lie whole 
daies, and nights abroad in the fields a drinking: And be- 
fore his death manie daics,& nights together. God hauing 
bcrcaucd him of his vndcrltading as he did Ntbuchadnczcr, 
twddriHcn him from men to dwell with the hafts of the field. 
Yea he himfclf not long before, hauing driuenawaic from 
him all his moil trulUc fcrvants, ( fauconcor two ) com- 
mitted toprifon: And withal! a vvatchfutldog which he 
loucd, 3: fed with his ovvnc hand, for ibmc (mall offence 
he tookc, likcwifc committed to priibn with them: com- 
maunding he f hould but haue fo much bread , and water a 
daie.Alltbcfe his watchmenat once fequcftred from him, 
and the other fo oucrtoylcd, & wearied with watching 
day & night: (perhaps alfowcaricot him ai were others:) 
all fecmed to confpirc his death. PIotted( as it fecmeth ) 
before by fomc of the Elchits > or unegddoes , whom the 
King had thrcatned the next time he came to his houfc in 
Morocco \oc\i\,*n& make Eunuchcs,to the number of two 
hundrcth: whereof they wcrcforc affraid. And there- 
fore one among the reft ( a Frenchman as is reported) 
watched his opportunitic when the King camebackto 
his tent at night (hauing been ill the day abroad a drin- 
king ) and with a pcece chardged with two chained bul» 
lets, f hot him in by the fundament , and privic member* 
into the bodic , as he was lying along in his tent. A iuft 
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judgement of God , in rcfpefl: of that gliftcr of <^/«f w* 
he gaue to the King ofGa^ocs Son : & thrc.it ning like wile 
thcclchics as before. 

As alfoin refpeft of that abhominablc impudent and 
filthic act lie did at Saffta to thole poorc women. But 
chiefly ( which God in the end will punifh vpon thofc 
Mahometans y both Turks and Meorcs) in cauling poorc 
Chnitians(boycsandoihcts) to be circumcifcd perforce, 
yea cut , and made cunuches. A iufl judgement of God 
( I fay -> of all thofc Tyrants, both Turkcs, Moorcs, and 
others, to be ticmblcd at : and fo 1 Icanc him, 

Immcdiaily after hisdeath hisyoungcr brother Mniey 
T.lvvallid was lalutcd King : bei&gat that time a prifoncr 
in the Alcafaua y the Kings houfc in Morocco* expecting 
dailic nothing els but dcaih. V Vherevpon fomc of his 
frcnds(asatfuchatimc,andin fuch a cafe all arc frcnds,& 
happic he that can bethcflrft; and fwifrcft Mcflengcr) 
running in all haft to rhe prifondoorc, and crying out 
aloud to him to come forth : he thinking it had been to 
execution, to be put to death : lingering, & excufing him- 
iclfjthathc would but take leauc of his wife, and make 
himfclf readic ( which he did only to die) they calling,and 
crying more and more , at length he came forth , and fo 
was pregoncd , and proclaimed King • of a prifoncr ( I fay) 
onaibdainebecomca King. Of a far irrorcfoft nature, 6c 
difpofition than his brother : yet crucll and Tyrannous to 
poorc Chriftians, and to the Engl if h, whom of late he 
hath molt Barbaroufly entreated foracof them. Eight at 
once taken , and circumcifed perforce : beaten, wounded, 
and one mans head almoftcutof, to make them turnc 
Moores, and forfakc theit faith, Thcrcftfcarefull,dailie 
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cxpc&ing the like meafure: as by letters latelie written 

from the Merchants there may appcare:which I refcruc, 
^vith other paffoges, to a further accounrjeauing them to 
his mcrcic, which indeed is crucltic : Yor the mercies of the 
wicked are cruelties ; and him and them to God toiudgc 
bt t wixt t hem, which in time might hauc been'prcucntcd, 
by a fcafouablcdifpatch long Gnce expected ; rheloflcof 
fo manic poorc Chriflian fbulcs, asncCsiflTaricIdarciay 
as for.ie other difpatches: if the bodies, and foulcs of 
Christians be eflccmed of any value now a daics: as they 
arc in Gods fight right precious: precious in the fight of 
the Lord is the death of his faints . 

And now will I adJrclTc my fclfc ( with this Pro- 
pofition: and petition hcrevmo annexed) to Chriflian 
Princes, to condole, and commifcrarc thediftrc(Tcd,or 
rather defperate eltatc of thefc moft mifcrabIe,or rather 
more t nan mifcrable, creatures, if more may be: not only 
theEnglifh, but all other nations, who this long time 
hauc indurcda mod raiferablc, and intolerable flaucric 
vndcr thcic infidels, both Turks, and Moorcs.and arc like 
to doe more and morcif not prcrcntcd : Which I pray 
Gad at length they may take iito their Chriftian consi- 
deration, AMEN.

ftians out of Slauciic, and other affaires : and hauing been 
an eye- vvitncsof thofc great mileiics, or Tatrur indigni- 
ties, doH to thofc poorc Chriftians in thofc Countries by 
that Barbarous pcoplc;indignitics(I fay)not to be vttcred, 
not 10 be cxpic(Tcd,but rather vailed oueras did that pain- 
ter the forovvfuH , and mournefull , or rather more than 
inournefull countenance of that heathen Prince for his 
daughter , adiudged to be iacriiiccd to t hat heathen God- 
deflc,or rather ldoll.by nopaintcrs penfill to be exprciTed. 
More than mournefull ( 1 (ay ) maiora iachrjmts'.Co manic 
poorc Chriftians dail ic taken by thofc infidels, Turks and 
Mwr«i and caricd capites into thole audi lions dens^i 
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fhcepe Appointed for the [laughter : bought and fold in the 
meikct , as bcaitV > and not men : and devoured by thole 
blooddicmonders : vvhoic forties lie vndcr the Altar, daily 
AcrilUw'd to thofc heathen &\\\\\s t crying: Ucvv long y o Lord 
holtc atidtruc , dec it thou not iudge , andattcnge our blood on 
them iIku dwell oh the twrth ? Yea beaten , and tormented 
cucn to deaih.to make them forfake their tiith:as not only 
men, bur children alfo hauc beet forced, (and aie daily) 
taken perforce » 1 (ayJ and circumcifcd, yea made Eunuches, 
and ibdi.ablcd at oncc.boih from being mcn,and Chnfiian 
men, 6c othcrvvilc moll 1 hamcfullie abufed by thofc filthy 
Sodomites, not to be vttcred. jgjf/i Italia fando &c.temperct 
a lachrymls > Indignities f I fay ) maiora lachrymls , don , not 
onlic to thofc poorc Chriftians, but cuen to Chrift Iefus 
himfclf, and his whole Churcl^and fo to be apprehended, 
without any Nationall dirTcrcnccvvhofc members vvc all 
are, andought to hauc a fellow-feeling of one an others 
miferies,' or els vvc arc no Chriftians atali, nor worthy 
that name. I fay, hauing been an cyc-vvitnes of thofc great 
miferies , and indignities don to the poore members of 
lefus Chrift, (and confequently tohimfclfe: ) as a poore 
member of his bodic, I could not but be fcnfiblc thereof. 
And prefentthe bodies , and foulcsof thofc poorc mem- 
bers ot Chrift (like that Lcuite in the bookc of ludgcs)ui(- 
membred , cut in pccccs , and quartered , to the eyes like- 
wife of all the tribes of Ifracl: that is to lay, the whole 
church of Chrift, both Prince and people , of what narion 
focner, all members of that his myfticall bodic,& all atyue 
intcieft thcrcin:obligcd , like the ifraelites, to toy nc we- 
ther as one man , to right , and revenge ; cuen with 1 he 
hazard of their liucs , ck cftates, thcic io yrcat injuries , and 
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Indignuicwenjicler cfit^bedduic^^dfpede youwthdcs* 
Open thy mouth for the damme in the caufe cfa/ltbofe that are 
Anointed ] to destruction .1 hole poore f heepe appointed lor 
the (laughter: the (Luighter both of bocic, & (bulc bought 
with lodcarcapiicc, whole blocdcls vvilJ be required: 
requited ( 1 fay ) at the hands of all thole, to whom God 
hat h giucn power, 5c mcancs , ( Yorto whom much tighten 
cfbim much f baft be required) but want hearts, and mmdes 
to light, and icdreflc it : fpeak jourmindes. Confdcroiii 
( noble Princcsand States) by your HmbaiTadois one with 
another, both for thcprclcnt how to relieuc all thofc 
poore foulcs that ate in inifcric, both vnder the Turks and 
Moores: and how to prevent the mifetics of others tor the 
timctocomc, like to be taken by their ihips atfeamorc 
and more , and made flaucs , that b to fay more than mifc- 
rablc : if not preuentcd. Which a few good (hips, ( had 
Chriftian Princes confidered of it all this timc,and been fo 
minded (that is to fay of one mindc bine HU Ucbryma j 
might haue prevented : and may yet for the time to come. 
Toyoucl fpeak (moil ncblc Princes and States) that arc 
of one mindc: eonfider of it take aduice^ejr fpeak your winds. 
And in youe toihe whole church of Chrift:lct'it bcafree. 
will offering, both of Prince and people to Chrift lefus, 
towards this fo Chriftian, honourable, and charitable a 
vvorke. A feacond redemption of his poore diflrclTcd 
members, out ofthchandbof thofc infidels, vcriceafkto 
be tamed , and fubducd : & with no great chardges to any, 
outofa voluntariecontiibutionof manic.And (if I were 
vvorthic to advife,and this my proportion, and petition to 
takeeffed) this freewill offering, or contribution, to be dc- 
pofited in the hands of the Lords the States General! of the 
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vnited Prouiticcs ,and the Prince of Orange : who h.uic fo 
great ftorc of f hips, andean mo'ft convenicntlic manage 
inch affaires by Tea: and are fo noble 3 and fo honourable, 
as no doubt they would advance it to the vtmoft. Thar fo 
this (acred fciu'icc , being managed by one vndcrtaking 
State, confiding of fo mmic vvite States-men, and prudent 
Scnators.may by Godsblefling rcceiuebcttcr iuccefll%thaa 
thofe expeditions informer times, ftuftratcd by thcdiiTcn^ 
tionot'diucrs Princes vndcrtakcrs:as in the Turktfh hi (lory 
mayappcarc. Thcgrearncs of which Monarchic now 
drawcth to a period .• ( as that of Rome, ) magnitudine la* 
boransfuA : both the one, and the other , ( as i faid before ) 
now in thefelaft daics to be finallic deltroycd : zndtbe 
Kingdome of Ufa chrift to be erected , neuer to be d'/lroyed, 
&c. [ fpeak not thefe things of my fclf, neither doc Inovv 
come from my fclf, but haue the holy Prophets , Apoftlcs, 
and Difciplcsofmy Lord andSauiour Chrift lefus for my 
v varant. And in his name onlic , attd no other, cucn from 
the King of Kings doc Inowcomc; Umagnifiemyim- 
ploymcnt) more than an EmbaCTadour.andyctvvithall a 
petitioner, to treat, and entreat in the behalfc of his poore
